engineer associated with Isham 
Ran- 
dolph and company, and has had much 
experience 
In laying out plans of re- 
clamation 
for drainage districts and 
other waterways engineering 
projects. 
The general plan of the bill will be 
to have a special act passed 
by the 
legislature forming an immense drain- 
age district taking in about 
one-thir- d 
of the state and embracing 
the East 
Coast and interior sections. 
The dis- 
trict will be formed under a plan com- 
bining the features of the law creating 
drainage districts and the law creat- 
ing special road and bridge districts. 
The plan is to have the improvement 
work done and place a tax on the 
property within the district to pay the 
expenses.
